The jail-breaking quartet in ad- 
dition to Turner included Terrell 
Loughridge, Whitfield county slay- 
er of his father, who is serving 
life. 

The three others were said by 
prison officials to be “among the 
most dangerous confined to Geor- 
é gia prisons.”

Glover 
left last night for Reidsville to be- 
gin an investigatior o. the escape.

PRESENT WAR CLOUDS ARE WIND CLOUDS 

One definite indication that no general 
European war is wanted, or will come at any 
time soon if it can possibly be prevented, is to 
be found in the lengths to which leaders have 
gone to avoid it. Literally hundreds of inci- 
dents have been smoothed over during the past 
few years, any one of which would have plunged 
the world into war during that decade of deli- 
cate international relations preceding the last 
great conflict. People of all nations are now 
convinced that treaties, based on the old, but 
more humane order of respect for innocent 
noncombatants, will be violated indiscrimi- 
nately when the fighting gets under way. War, 
under such conditions, would be so horrifying 
even the swaggering dictators are loath to 
start it. 

Many of these incidents have developed into 
dangerous crises. Not infrequently the precipi- 
tators have bluffed their way through, knowing 
there would be no fight, because others, like 
themselves, feared the consequences. But, on 
other occasions, when faced with the alterna- 
tive of receding or going to war, they have 
backed down. It is now generally understood

In .the fly-specked, tobacco-stained courthouse of this little 
county town in the heart of the Blue Grass region, your correspond- 
ents watched the Honorably Happy make his answer to the Presi- 
dent’s ringing indorsement of Barkley. 

Most of the audience of a thousand of so were plain people— 
storekeepers, small farmers and tenants, work-worn women and 
swarming children, Before them, Chandler, a_ short, energetic, 
youngish man, with the appearance of a natty small-town drug- 
gist, jumped and shouted, cracked jokes, called on his Creator, and 
belauded himself until he streamed with sweat and all but panted 
for breath. If you don’t like extroverts, Chandler would send you 
shuddering into a dark closet, but they seem to admire extro- 
verts in Kentucky.

The barbaric cruelty inflicted on the Jews 
and the political enemies of Naziism has been 
told so often before it does not require repeti- 
tion. That the nations of the world should not 
interfere in the internal conduct of other coun- 
tries is a basic principle of international] law. 
That the nations of the world have a duty to 
humanity in providing for the downtrodden 
escaping from barbarism is self-evident. It is 
not a time for artificial barriers blocking a safe 
haven for these people. The heart of the world 
must be opened and provision made for all who 
can migrate. Great riches in human values 
cannot be allowed to slowly strangle under the 
heel of despotism. 

Many countries of the world are suffering 
today because their populations are not suf- 
ficient for a balanced economy. There are many 
great open, neglected spaces spotted about the 
globe where a new civilization can be carved 
by these refugees, given the opportunity for 
service. 

President Lopez Contreras, of Venezuela, re- 
cently outlined to the congress of his country 
a three-year plan for improvement of the na- 
tional economy, in which he said the country’s 
greatest needs are an increased national pro- 
duction, a lower cost of living and improve- 
ments in the “inseparable trilogy of sanitation. 
education and population.” A plan of system- 
atic immigration has been launched, some 
12,000,000 bolivares (a bolivare is worth approx- 
imately 29 cents) set aside to guide this work. 
The prime need is for additional rural popula- 
tion. It is here that the oppressed of Europe 
would find an opportunity for growth denied 
them in their fatherland. 

Other lands in South America also can as- 
similate many of these immigrants to ad- 
vantage. Some of the greatest scientists of the 
world are numbered among these refugees, as 
well as the farmers and the laborers, the store- 
keepers and the candlestick makers. 

In Africa lies other land available to coloni- 
zation. The Far East provides little chance for 
migrants. In the United States proper there 
is little land which has not been placed in use, 
but there remains opportunity for a limited 
number of these peoples. But in Alaska, where 
the colonists of Matanuska are showing the 
way, lies other fertile land which could be. pro- 
vided in the interest of humanity. The mis- 
takes which characterized the Matanuska col- 
ony’s development could be avoided in a second 
venture of the kind. 

Germany and Italy view this conference with 
some measure of distaste, as well they might. 
It is a spectacle of the nations of the world 
meeting in something more than a silent pro- 
test against a return to barbarity. Mussolini, 
through his newspapers, professes to see the 
democracies at war against the Fascist lands. 
If this be war, then let the dictators who coun- 
tenance conditions which bring about confer- 
ences of this type, make the most of it. The 
spirit of humanity has not died. 


SCHOOLDAYS NEVER OVER. 

There is a lesson for everyone in the news 
report from Washington that the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation will conduct a “retrain- 
ing” school for the 10 days beginning July 29. 

The purpose of the school is to teach 223 
graduates of the FBI national police academy 
new methods of law enforcement developed in 
reeent months and to acquaint them with the 
working details of newly enacted laws. The 223 
will, in turn, pass on the “retraining” they re- 
ceive to 70,760 fellow officers. | 

The alert practitioner of any business, pro- 
fession or science knows better than any other 
he cannot expect to keep abreast with his work 
if he is not constantly studying.

He knows when to bluff and when not to bluff. 
He knows when to back down and when not to 
back down. 

He knows, too, that the time has passed 
when he can hope to inflict defeat upon po- 
tential major enemies by sudden, overwhelm- 
ing attack. He knows, better than anybody, 
that Germany hasn’t the resources which she 
had at the outbreak of the World. War, from 
which she emerged a crushed and broken na- 
tion. ' 

So the conclusion cannot help being drawn 
that the heavy war clouds which have been 
hanging over Europe for so long are little more 
than wind clouds.

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Editorial of the Day 


THE WAY TO PRODUCE IS TO PRODUCE 
(From The New York Herald-Tribune) 

The latest blow to the short week, high wage- 
rate theory—the economic principle to which both 
branches of organized labor have so tenaciously 
clung and which has just been formally embodied 
in the wage-hour bill—is delivered by none other 
than Dr. Mordecai Ezekiel, the far from conserva- 
tive economist who has held prominent place 
among New Deal planners from the beginning. 
Speaking at Camp Tamiment, where only a day 
or two ago Professor Willford I. King was em- 
phasizing excessively high and rigid wage rates 
as a cause of depression, Dr. Ezekiel seems almost 
to.echo this viewpoint, so often castigated as re- 
actionary. “High prices and high wages are mu- 
tually self-destricutive. What is needed is some 
way of getting continually more men at work, 
with gradually rising pay but with no increase 
in costs and prices.” So far from requiring a 
shorter week, we need the full time of every avail- 
able worker to meet present wants; while wage 
increases are desirable only as labor increases its 
efficiency. 

The whole emphasis, in other words, instead 
of being on restrictions, limitations, plowings- 
up, wage and price maintenance and-similar ar- 
tificial protections against the pressures of de- 
pression is now laid upon production, which can 
alone relieve the pressure. It is remarkable how 
this idea, upon which certain old-fashioned critics 
of the new dispensation have been insisting for 
the last five years, is now sweeping into the most 
unlikely places and (perhaps the-fact that Gov- 
ernor La Follette has made it the foundation of 
his new party has something to do with this) even 
into the New Deal itself. Dr. Ezekiel’s method of 
promoting production is thoroughly in the New 
Deal manner—it is to set up a five-year plan for 
industry with an “ever normal warehouse” beside 
the never normal “ever normal granary.”

The great thing 
is that the whole nation go for- 
ward now, of cour,2, and that the 
sum total of the whole nation’s 
wealth be increased, but there are 
adjustments to be made before 
that great thing can be accom- 
plished. The main adjustment is 
a correction of what President 
Roosevelt has called the “economic 
unbalance in the nation as a whole 
due to (the) condition of. the 
south.” 


Associate Editor Irving Dilliard, 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, is 
an effective champion of the south 
in the fight for freight rate equity. 
He makes much cf the point that 
such equity should certainly be 
granted now that southern wage 
differentials are not recognized in 
the wage-hour law. “What indus- 
try can prosper fairly if a portion 
of that success is based on an ar- 
bitrary disadvantage imposed un- 
justly on a legitimate competitor?” 
he writes in argument for freight 
rate equity. And adds: “For years 
a fair complaint of the northern 
industrialist against his southern 
competitor has been the latter’s 
ability to undersell the northern 
producer because of a lower wage 
scale. Now the south has been 
placed under federal wage-hour 
regulation. Is not 
producer morally obligated to con- 
sent to the removal of the freight 
rate differential, the basis for 
which is now removed?”

How’s Trix? They’re Beneficial —

Asserts Yeomans

If you really want to know 
“how’s trix?” Georgia Entomolo- 
gist Manning S. Yeomans has the 
answer, 

‘Trix, in this instance, is not 
what it seems, but the nickname 
for trichogramma minutum, a 
parasite that pays its own way. 

The man who leads Georgia’s 
‘continual fight against ravaging 


and observed: 

“It has been said that the last 
thing on earth would be a living 
insect sitting on a dead weed, 
which is another way of saying 
that the fight for existence is be- 
tween man and insect, with the in- 
sect predicted to win.” 

But the Georgia Department of 
Entomology does not accept this 
dire prediction. At present it is 
making use of an ingenious meth- 
‘od of fighting insects, by pitting 
beneficial parasites against harm- 
ful bugs.

Another plan is to have a lock 
for the whole medicine cabinet. 
There are non-poisonous medi- 
cines which cause painful injury, 
if not death, when taken by small 
children. 

At an age as early as possible, 
children should be taught not to 
touch medicine unless their par- 
ents tell them to do So.
